New American Life Is

HIS is exactly the same situation 
yi in which the old Roman aristoc- 
racy, the depository of national 
traditions, inherited from the generations 
which with such travail had founded the 
power of Rome, found itself when the 
Empire grew beyond all bounds; when 
contact with the most diverse civiltza- 
tion and the immigration of Asiatics 
into Italy had disturbed the ancient na- 
tional purity of ideas and manners; 
when the rapid economic development 
was creating with new fortune the am- 
bitions of new families and new classes. 

Of a truth, In the past three weeks 
frequently so many hospitable houses 
in Boston, beautiful in their simple re- 
finement, chatting with men in the 
smoking room after dinner on a thou- 
sand varied topics or rambling about 
with ladies who scatter broadcast rays 
of Persian eleBance, I have seen again 
enacted a part of that remote but eter- 
nally true history which I have de- 
scribed in my book. 

Has not the new American life—eco- 
nomic, political, moral—shaken itself 
free to some extent from the exclusive 
control of the old American society, 
and perhaps for the same reasons that 
the Roman aristocracy was obliged to 
share the dominion of the Empire with 
new classes and strange peoples; be- 
cause, that is, the new American, like 
the Roman Empire, has grown too rap- 
idly? However numerous/ energetic and 
intelligent the old American families 
were, throughout the land, they could 
not. guffice to direct the innumerable 
economic,: social and political forces 
that have arisen in the past 50 years 
from the dizzy economic movement of 
the United States; hence the formation 
of new directing forces, different from 
the old, just as in Rome.

Many persons have asked me, as if a 
little surprised, for what r I have 
so often in my history made parallels 
with American things; but I realize now 
that I could have written a better his- 
tory of Rome had I been able to study 
and to know more deeply this America, 
its political constitution, its social 
movement its crises and its difficul- 
ties. 

I am now certain that through this 
tour I shall carry back to Europe a 
riper experience as historian. So may 
I requite with my work this precious 
service which America is rendering me, 
demonstrating to all the world that the 
study of ancient history, especially that 
of Roman history, may have for Amer- 
ica the highest intellectual and practi- 
cal importance, casting an intense light 
upon the life which America is living’ 
today in the full twentieth century! 
Could I but do this it would be one of 
the highest satisfactions of my life, and

COURT ASKS QUESTIONS 


Husband Says He Left Bride 
Because Her Sister 
Nagged Him. 





. Mrs. Callie Donley of 5958 Kennerly 
avenue, one of the principals in the 
slander trial against the Rev. A. L. 
Pritchett at Clayton in May, 1907, lost 
her second suit for divorce from Charles 
Donley in the Circuit Court yesterday. 
Judge Muench, who heard the case, said 
he would not be a party to “hasty 
divorces.”’ 

In dismissing the bill the Judge said 
that if the marriage was thoughtlessly 
contracted, Mr. and Mrs. Donley could 
have plenty of time to think it over. 
“From the evidence,’’ said the Court, 
‘it appears these two young people 
* jumped into matrimony without a suf- 
ficient understanding of its responsi- 
bilities.” 

Strife Caused in Other Families. 

Mrs. Donley’s first suit for divorce 
at Clayton preceded the charge of slan- 
der against the Rev. Pritchett, who 
was pastor of the Wellston Park Metho- 
' dist Church. This charge grew out of 
Mrs. Donley’s claim that her husband 
deserted her because the p&stor had 
been talking about her. 

Strife was also caused in other 
Weliston families by alleged remarks 
made by Pritchett. There were several 
. angry women, all members of his 
church, who t part in the prosecu- 
tion of the slander procéedings. 


At the slander trial Mrs. Donley 


thinking a reconciliation likely with her 
husband, did not testify against the 
preacher, and as she was the principal 
witness, the case against him was 
dropped. Then several indignant wom- 
en waited for Pritchett and as he left 
the Courthouse they pursued him a mile 
with horsewhips. 
Husband Declines to Fight Suit, 

Donley did not resist either suit for di- 

vorce. Judge Muench, however; sent 
for him and asked him why he left his 
wife five weeks after the marriage. He 
replied he could not get along with Mrs. 
Doniey’s family, particularly her sis- 
ter, who, he stated, nagged him. The 
couple lived at the home of Mrs. Don- 
ley's parents. 
' The Court asked the defendant if he 
would live with the plaintiff again and 
he replied in the negative. The same 
question was asked Mrs. Donley, who 
— a similar answer. 

“Mrs. Donley was 18 years old when 
one was married and her husband three 
years her senior. Her lawyer, Lawrence 
McDaniel, does not believe a reconcilia- 
tion is probable.

BRIDGE LANDING 


Fears Delay by Railroad Inter- 


ests Unless Western Ap- 
proach Is Fixed. 


AMENDMENT EXPLAINED 
Real Estate Exchange Work- 
ing Against Possible In- : 
crease in Bridge Cost. ~ 





Fear of obstruction and delay and 
increased cost in the construction of the 
Free Bridge is given by Frank 8. Ger- 
hart as the reason why the Real Estate 
Exchange and the United Free Bridge 
Committee want the ordinance fixing 
the location of the western approach 
made more definite. 

As it stand, the approach may be any- 
where near Chouteau avenue. The right 
of way, tracks and branch station of 
the Iron Mountain Railroad Co. lie to 
the south of Chouteau avenue. It is 
thought that if it should be desired to 
construct the approach over this prop- 
erty serious obstruction and long delay 
might result. 

Mr. Gerhart, discussing the’ proposed 
amendment, said yesterday: 

“When Ordinance No. 23,315 was 

. passed, which fixed the location of 

the Municipal Bridge, it was at a 

time of great public discussion, and 

when other parts of the city were 
also very anxious to secure it, es- 
pecially the .North End. Moreover, 
it was thought then, if the location 
were once definitely fixed, there 
would no longer be any dispute or 
opposition, which would prevent 
early work on construction. No final 
surveys had been made, by which 
accurate information could be ob- 
tained, however, so, when that or- 
dinance was drafted, it provided that 
the western terminus of the bridge 
should be located at or near Chou- 
teau avenue, hut no mention what- 
ever was made as to the location of 
the western approach. Practically 
the location was left in the control 
of the President of the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements, for at or near 

Chouteau avenue might easily be 

construed to mean to the next par- 

allel east and west street, giving 

a possible extreme leaway of about 

6@ feet north and south. But a 

bridge, to be located south of Chou- 

teau avenue, would require for its 
western approach, reaching’ the 
street surface at Fourth street, the 
acquiring by condemnation proceed- 
ings of a strip of ground at least 
between 60 to 9% feet wide, accord- 
ins to the plan adopted, and some 

1960 feet long from the harbor line 

to the east side of Fourth street. 

Moreover, such a strip of ground 

would be*confined not only across 

the line of the St. Louis, Iron Moun- 
tain & Southern Railway Co.’s 

Fourth street branch station, but 

would also make use of the greater 

part of its right of way connecting 
with said passenger station at Fourth 
and Chouteau avenue, and its rail- 
road property east thereof. 

Two Questions to the Front. 

In the plans for building the Muni- 
cipal Bridge two most important 
questions come at once to the front. 
They are the time necessary and the 
cost. In both of these a right-of- 
Way over private property for the 
western approach in condemning 
eight street frontages, that is the 
west side of the wharf frontage, 
east and west frontages on Main 
street, east and west frontages on. 
Second street, east and west front- 
ages on Third street and the eastern 
frontage of Fourth street, by an east 
and west course between parallel 
lines, would cut many private prop- 
erties, buildings, etc., in twain, which 
would be necessary to’ be acquired, 
enter into the item of cost most 
largely; while in condemning an ap- 
proach in, upon and above Chouteau 
avenue the city would only be lable 
to the abutting property owners for 
the consequential street damages, and 
this item of cost could be determined 
through the condemnation suit by the 
commissioners appointed in assessing 
a district extending westwardly, to 
be determined upon by it, and charg- 
ing benefits to various properties” 
facing Chouteau avenue within the 
established district by reason of the 
advantage accruing to the land in 
the establishment of a bridge con- 
necting St. Lo with Illinois, and 
that for public use by condemnation, 
js certain to be very large. But 
when a great portion of it is in con- 
stant use as the right-of-way of a 
railroad and a considerable part the 
passenger station of that railroad, it 
would be difficult to over-estimate its 
value. And thus it could easily hap- 

, that the land damages for an 


could easily be delayed a number of 
years by such litigation, especially 
when it is known that the bridge 
piers to support the bridge are de- 
pendent entirely upon a proper con- 
nection with the approaches thereto. 
Neither of these troubles was looked 
for when Ordinance No. 23,315 was 
adopted. 

Necessity of Imperative Action, 

The action of the President of the 
Board of Public Improvements, in 
submitting for the approval of the 
War Department, plans for a bridge 
to be located 142 feet south of Chou- 
teau avenue, make imperative action 
to so fix the location of the bridge, 
and especially of the Western ap- 
proach, that these two great mena- 
cing dangers of delay and added cost

Iron Mountain Railroad except street 
consequential damages, and that item

indeed, the list of guests on this mo- 
mentous occasion bids fair to ba quite 
as notable, from the junior standpoint, 
as.is that of any company of elder foix 
that assembles at the behest of the 
Chief Magistrate. 


The initial ball will be followed at in- 
tervals by others, for the President and 
Mrs. Rocsevelt have decreed that their 
last winter in the White House shal! ve 
given over as largely as possible to eti- 
tertainments designed for young folk.

The President and Mrs. Roosevelt are 
anxious that Miss Ethel shall make the 
most of the presént season among her 
school-girl friends for it is planned that 
at its expiration Miss Ethel shail cross 
the ocean with her mother to round out 
her education by extended foreign 
travel. Mrs. Roosevelt has very de- 
cided views as to the duties of a moth- 
er—as may be surmised from some of 
the statements that have been made at 
recent Mothers’ Congresses—and despite 
the manifold demands upon a mistres+ 
of the White House she has always 
found time to exercise a very carefu! 
supervision of the education of her chil 
dren and particularly her only daughter 

Ethel Roosevelt was born about seven- 
teen years ago at Sagamore Hill, the 
estate on the north shore of Long Island 
that has always been ‘“home’’ to all the 
mc.nbeis of the Roosevelt family. Here 
her childhood was spent in a free open- 
air existence amid the_hilis that border 
on the Sound. She attended the unpre- 
tentious district school, where other 
Roosevelt children received the ground- 
ings of their education, and in company 
wi'h her brothers learned to ride horse- 
back on President Roosevelt's patient 
old pony Diamond, an animal that died 
a few years ago at the advazced age of 
$2. On Sundays Ethel accompanied the 
family to the little Episcopal church 
where in later years she became organ- 
is* 

President Roosevelt has said that he 
likes to see yorng girls more or less of 
tomboys, and his flaxen-haired daughter 
fuldiled his ideals in this respect. Until 
she was on the verge of her teens, she 
vied with her brothers In every health- 
ful :utdoor sport, and now and then in 
later years this same bubbling spirit 
ani love of a romp has cropped out. 
After the Roos -: family took up their 
residence at the White House, Miss 
Ethel entered the Cathedral School, an 

scopal educational institution on the 
outskirts of Washington, driving to and 
fro from the White House. 
Chose Friends Very Freely. 

At the Cathedral School Miss Roose- 
velt had as a schoolmate the future 
daughter of the White House, Miss Helen 
Taft. That Miss Rocsevelt was a popu- 
lax girl at sch ol, is attested not so 
much by the fact that she was an of- 
ficer of her class as by the number of 
close frien. hips she established, In 
tribute to her democracy it should be 
said that sie chose her friends decauise 
of congeniality of taste rather than by 
reason of social position or other sim- 
ilar considerations. Some of Miss yee 
velt's closést personal friends are the 
daughters of wealthy parents, but thére 
are others whose fathers have no means

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St. John’s, the historic old church lo- 
‘cated directly across the park trom the 
White House and which has come to 
be known as the “Church of the Presi- 
dents,’’ by reason of the fact that -so 











many of the nation’s chief executives 
have worshiped thete. That Miss Roose- 
velt takes more than a superficial inter- 
est in church work, is attested by the 
fact that she has long been the teacher 
of a class of young negroes in a mis- 
sion Sunday school maintained by St. 
John’s congregation. 


Miss Ethel Roosevelt is very carefully 
chaperoned. When it is not convenient 
for her mother to accompany her, the 
daughter of the White House has as her 
shadow Miss Belle Hagner, her mother’s 
social secretary. Miss Hagner, daughter 
of an old family friend of the Roosevelt 
family, has not acquired any undue 
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gone in for spectacular horsemanship— 
the topping of five-bar fences and all 
that—but that she is ever mistress of 
her mount has been repeatedly proven, 
notably on that occasion at Oyster Bay, 
when she stopped a runaway, and more 
recently, when, during a visit to the 
Wadsworth country seat in New York 
State, she retained her presence of mind 
when her saddle became loosened, 
threatening disaster. . 

In addition to her other accomplish- 
ments, Miss Roosevelt is something of a 
musician, having a special fondness for 
Chopin. She has done some art work 
in water colors and does not scorn knit- 
ting as a usagful pastime. 

Miss Roosevelt's special domain in the 
White House is located on the second 
floor and im the northwest section of 
the building overlooking the lawn and 
fountain. One of the rooms is the 
apartment which was formerly occupied 
by Nellie Grant and later sheltered Miss 
Frances Folsom when shé made that 
visit to Miss Rose Cleveland, in the 
course of which she promised to become 
the bride of the then President. How- 
ever, what was then mérely a sleeping 
apartment, has been expanded -to an 
apartment consisting of chamber, sit- 
ting room and bath, and it is here that 
Miss Roosevelt rbighs supreme. As ex- 
emplified by the decorations of her 
boudoir, pink is Miss Roosevelt's favor- 
ite color. In her personal attire, how- 
ever, she has manifested a strong pen- 
chant for browns and tans.

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good faith, means business, and that is precisely 
why some high and mighty people do not relish an 
inguiry of that kind. Congress may send for per- 
sons*and papers. It may compel witnesses to an- 
swer questions. It has power toimprison them fcr 
contempt or contumacy. It controls the national 
purse. It has power to enlist an unlimited force 
of sergeants-at-arms. Its menrbers are immune 
from arrest during its sessions except for treason, 
felony and breach of the peace, “and for any 
speech or debate in either House they shall not 
be questioned in any other place.”’ 

When such a body undertakes to reach the facts 
in any case it usually finds them. When it has 
the truth in its possession it- has power to print 
it and to place it in thg hands of the people. There 
are ‘many reasons why wrongdoers should fear 
Congress, but there és positively no reason why 
Congress, presumably made up in the main of 
honest men, should fear anybody. 

Investigation is a congressional privilege and 
duty, If we had @ more aleri, united and power- 
ful Opposition we should have more of it. 
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WHEN JUDGE MEETS JUDGE. 

If the judges of trial courts could meet the 
appellate judges now and then informally, and 
talk it over, as happened at the dinner to the re- 
tiring judges in St. Louis recently, a nearer ap- 
proach to equal and exact — might be se- 
cured. 

An appellate judge hes nothing but the rec- 
ord to gui@e him. A view of the legal aspect of 
cases is before him, but as Judge Sale pointed out 
in reference to the divorce cases, it often happens 
that essential matter cannot be considered. The 
result is that the judges of the higher court be- 
come more and more addicted to technical consid- 
erations. All that gives life to a~case—its flesh 
and blood—is gone and on an dppeal the court 
has to study only a pale skeleton, made’ up of 
legal scruples, many of which may in fact have 
no real relation to the case in hand. 

In Illinois, trial judges may submit a report at 
the end of the year, embodying their experience 
and making recommendations for practice and 
legislation. Such a custom might well be adopted 
in Missouri, by act of the Legislature, if legisla- 
tion is needed, but in the absence of law or fixed 
custom an informal dinner now and then is a 
good substitute. On such occasions the trial 
judges can instruct their superior brethren con- 
cerning matters of fact and human nature, which, 
otherwise, may be forever hid from men whose 
whole attention is given to the dry bones of law. 

If such a custom were adopted everywhere the 
judges of appellate and supreme courts might 
lose some of their delicate skill in splitting hairs 
or balancing things on the point of a needle, but 
they would know better how to make law and 
justice coincide. ° 
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ONE BAD LAW AND ANOTHER. 

For years the country has been ablaze with fer- 
vor to enforce a law which now, in sheer exhaustion 
and in returning sense, it confesses should never 
have been passed at all. And the amazing state- 
ment is now made that the best way to deal with 
one of the crimes named in the Sherman actds to 
put that particular crime on the free list.—Ex-Gov. 
Black of New York. 

No comment upon the Sherman anti-trust act 
can be comprehensive and wholly satisfying that 
does not take account of the fact that it was 
passed as an antidote to the McKinley tariff. As 
its author said, if high tariffs promoted trusts, 
here was a law that would counteract that tend- 
ency. In practice the law has not been very ef- 
fective as against the trusts, but it has been op- 
pressive to the railroads and almost fatal to the 
activities of labor unions. One bad law always 
calls for another. 
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BOYS AS VOTERS,

We have done pretty well under the demo- 
cratic doctfime of manhood suffrage, and virtue 
and wisdom have not been found exclusively in 
possession of the learned and the rich. As things

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STARCHED SHIRTS FOR CONVICTS. 

Warden Sanders of the Iowa Penitentiary ut 
Fort Madison recently told the State Board to 
which he is responsible that he favored many 
radical reforms in the handling of convicts. He 
said he would abolish the prigon uniform and 
would give the convicts tailor-made clothes that 
fit, laundered shirts and shoes that can be shined. 

He argues that the men should not be treated in 
a way to lessen their self-respect and in this he 
follows the ideas of many penologists.. Stripes 
were abolished at Sing Sing years ago, except for 
punishment. The lockstep has also been abol- 
ished and the convicts no longer have their heads 
closely cropped. Where imprisonment ts expected 
to be reformatory as well as/punitive, these moves 
in the direction of humane mental treatment are 
commendable. : 

Warden Sanders is less logical when he suzg- 
gests that the Legislature should enact a law 
prohibiting life imprisonment on circumstantiai 
evidence. That form of evidence is the most 
trustworthy when it is complete. Witnesses 
may swear falsely or they may be deceived. Cir- 
cumstances are inexorable and when the chain is 
complete they leave no room for doubt as to 
guilt. 
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IDEALISM AND STARVATION. 

While Warren Edward Brokaw of Los Angeles 
dreamed of a “balanced land tenure” and was 
writing a book on the subject one of his children 
died of starvation, and another is critically ill for 
want of food and may not guryive. 

Mr. Brokaw is an idealist of purest breed. 
There is no alloy of common sense in his mind, 
no saving grace of practical sagacity or love of 
commonplace duty. He sees ,the truth quite 
plainly, or what he thinks is the truth, and fol- 
lows its light, forgetting that the soldier of truth 
must in the nature of things carry with him a 
great burden of cares, and responsibilities. which 
‘he cannot rightly throw away. 

No man can liberate himself entirely from the 
web of worldly circumstance.

If he thinks 
he is called to patch it up or remake it altogether 
let him try, but if he forgets or repudiates or- 
dinary human relations and duties he is pretty 
sure to fail in his purpose, besides becoming the 
source of misfortune and unhappiness to those 
who may, by unidealistic rules, have a right to 
look to him for maintenance and protection.

ANOTHER BURBANK MARVEL. 
From the Lincoln (Neb.} State Journal. 

In a reeent address before the students of the/ 
University of California, Luther Burbank made a com- 
forting report of progress in his experiments with 
the new species of spineless cactus. On his own placé, 
at Santa Rosa he has demonstrated that 99 tons of 
cactus fruit can be grown on ‘One acre of ground. 
This is an average of one full wheelbarrow load to 
the square yard. The ffuit contains 16 per cent of 
sugar and igs as wholesome as an apple. “No plant 
in the world procuces so profusely and such nourish- 
ing food as-this thornless cactus.” This very large. 
statemént appears in the reports of the address in 
the San Francisco newspapers. Perhaps it is as well 
to await confirmation of all the Claims put forward 
for the new plant before buying up desert lands on 
a speculation, but unless Mr. Burbank has been 
misquoted again and again in this matter, his new 
plant is bound to lead to sensational results in de- 
sert farming. He finds that while his cactus yields 
best under cultivation it drives out the desert cac- 
tus on its own ground because of deeper roots. The 
only obstacle yet found to its spread over large des- 
ert areas is its inability to defend itself against the 
attacks of rabbits and other desert animals. Nothing 
can harm the old-fashionéd cactus on account of its 
guard of thorns. The new cactus invites instead of 
repels attacks, and therefore must be protected 
against browsing, annem. 5

Holiday Sport on Roof Ends 
When He Crashes Into 
a Chimney. 





FALLS OFF INTO ALLEY 





Father, Critically Ill, Uncon- 
scious After Seeing Son 
Buried Under Bricks, 





In descending a “slide for life” he 
and cumpanions had stretched from 
one chimney to another on the roof 
of Kollus’ saloon, Fifth street and 
Missouri avenue, East St. Louis, yes 
terday, Edgar Baldwin, 14 years oid, 
received injuries which caused his 
death at Henrietta Hospital a few 
hours later. The boy crashed with 
such force into the lower chimney 
that he toppled it over, plunged 10 
feet to the alley and was buried un- 
der the bricks. 

His skull was fractured and he re- 
ceived other injuries. Dr. Housch, who 
was called, made heroic efforts to 
Save the boy’s life. 

The acident occurred near young 
Baldwin's home, 130 North Fifth. 
street, His father, Charles Baldwin, 
a car inspector, who has been ill with 
heart disease, heard the crash and left 
his bed to ascertain the cause. The 
shock from seeing his son under the 
pile of bricks rendered him uncon- 
scious. He had not revived at a late 
hour last night. His condition is re- 
garded as critical. 

Thirty-Foot Slide. 

Kollus’ saloon on which the “side 
for life’’ had been rigged, slopes from 
a height of two stories in front to 
one story in the rear. On the front 
port of the building a chimney rises 
ten feet above the roof. The rear 
chimney is about ten feet lower. From 
the top of the front chimney the boys 
stretched a wire to the rear chimney, 
a distance of 30 feet. ae 

From a pulley attached to the wire 
depended a rope, looped at the end 
for a foothold, With ene free foot 
the boys stopped their progress on

Humpty Dumpty who sat on the wall 
with an imminent chance of having a 


fall wasn’t worried and vexed and pes- 
tered at all like the Broadway squad 
men, who will breathe a big sigh of re- 
lief tomorrow when Building Commis- 
sioner Smith's men begin tearing down 
the south wall of the Oakes bufiding at 
306 North Broadway. 


For four days an extra detail of po- 
licemen has been under a raking fire of 
fool questions and at the same time 
has had to stand in the shadow of the 
tottering wall in danger of a brick 
shower if it should collapse. 

In trying to keep the crowd moving 
the policemen have been handicapped 
by the tendency of at least half the 
passers-by to stop and say something 
funny. 

“When is it going to drop?” ig’ the 
favorite question. 

Another clever little conceit is to whis- 
per in a policeman’s ear: ‘‘Here’s my 
hunch... She’s going to fall at 2:10 p. m. 
Watch (and see.” 

Good for the Nerves, 

All ‘thié calculated to’strengthen the 
nerves of the guardians of the public 
safety and their long vigil at the post 
of danger with a continuous epen-air 
vaudeville show going on around them 
has made them a haggard lot. 

But the wail will fall tomerrow. 

Building Commissioner Smith makes

Stered in Basement, 
To prevent damage for which the city 
would be liable if any of the materials 
were injured in their removal, or break- 
age in any of the contiguous buildings, 
the wreckers will be compelled to work 
slowly and cautiously. As the bricks 
and timbers are lowered on chutes, they 
will be piled carefully in the cellar of 
the Oakes buildfg. 
After Building Commissioner Smith 
gave Miss Herbert's agent, the Missis- 
sippi Valley Trust Co., notice that the 
Oakes building would have ‘to be either 
secured or demolished, some shoring and 
bracing wag done. This, Building Com- 
missioner Smith has pronounced insuf- 
ficient. He now claims authority to 
tear down the wall. 
The latést inspection of the Oakes 
building showed that its south wall had 
sunk a sixteenth of an inch between 
Thursday and yesteriay and that at 
one point it was 7 inches out ef plumb. 
A horizontal crack opened the entire 
length of the bullding yesterday after- 
noon at the point where the ground 
braces rest against the wall. 
Before th sinning work on the La Salle 
Bullding, which will occupy the north- 
west corner of Broadway and Olive 
street, negotiations were opened with 
Miss Herbert for the purchase of her 
property. There was a disagreement 
about the price and the deal failed. 
Now, it is, said, William H. Miltenberger 
of the La Salle Investment Co., declares 
there will be no attempt on his part to 
acquire Miss Herbert's lot.

FLUSHING, L. L, Dec. 26.—‘‘This man 
is going to be tried for the things he 
did. A man may be guilty’of a crime 
committed by a lunatic if he aided and 
connived in it cunningly. No man can 
commit a crime and hide behind another 
persen.”’ 

This decisiye utterance by Justice 
Frederick Crane during the opening of 
the defense in the murder trial of 
Thornton Jenkins Hains for the killing 
of William EB. Annis, sums up the fight 
the prisoner’s counsel hawe on their 
hands to save Hatns from the electric , 
chair. 

Justice Crane madé the counsel for 
the defense jubilant when he ruled that 
he would allow testimony to go in 
showing that Capt. Peter C. Hains Jr. 
was insane at the time he fired the 
shots, but their feelings quickly changed 
when he declared that Thornton Hains 
must stand absolutely alone in the trial 
for his life. 


Scandal to Be Bared. 

The Judge announced, after a brisk 
exchange of argument with counsel for 
the prisoner, that he would permit them 
to lug into the case the scandal that 
broke down Capt. Hains’ mind. They 
might have testimony intreduced to 
show that Thornton Hains made him- 
self his brother’s custodian. 

The responsibility, the Court plainly 
stated, would still be upon the defense 
to prove that Thornton Hains did not 
by any action give consent. to the kill- 
ing of Annis. The “unwritten law” 
could not be brought into play. 

The Judge’s ruling, which indicates 
the attitude he will take in his charge 
to the jury after all the scandal has 
been impressed upon the jurors’ minds, 
was given while Eugene L. Young, an 
associate counsel, was trying to have 
the indictment thrown out. 

Young argued that Thornton Hains 
could not legally be tried as an ac- 
cessory until after the man who actual- 
ly did the killing had been convicted 
of the crime. 


Hainw’ Design an Iesue,. . 

Justice Crane quickly got that ide 
out of Mr. Young’s mind. 

“Right here I will say that this man 
may be guilty of murder in the first de- 
gree, as a proposition of law, although 
the man who held the revolver and 
fired the fatal shot was not guilty of 
murder and was insane,” said the 
Court. . 

“I will take oceasion at this time to 
say to the jury that this man is being 
tried for his own acts and designs and 
not for the acts and ‘designs of any 
other.”’ 7 

Mr. Young contended that failure to 
interfere with the commission of crime 
was no evidence of guilt. 

“Quite so,”’ responded the Court, ““but 
previous declarations and acts may be 
taken in connéction with non-interfer- 
ence as proof of a criminal purpose and 
design. J state? that also merely as a

proposition of law. 
All Acta to Be Considered, 

“I told, too, that a subsequent ex- 
pression of gratification at ‘the act it- 
self may not be. taken as evidence of 
complicity on the’ part of an alleged ac- 
coemplice, but it may be considered with 
his acts and words before and at the 
time of the commission of the crime. 

“I will state further and frankly now 
that a man may be guilty of a murder 
by encouraging it, knowingly and in- 
tentionally. Knowing the action and 
its consequences, in my opinion, a man 
who is present at the commission of a 
crime and aids and abets it, is not an 
accessory under the common law, but 
a principal. 

“A man may be guilty of murder, al- 
theugh the one who actually fired the 
shots be guilty of no crime, or perhaps 
insane.’’ 

The Justice ended by abruptly refus- 
ing to set aaide the indictment. 

Hains’ Defense Outlined. 

Hains’ defense, as outlined by Joseph 
A. Shay, his attorney, in court today, 
is that Thornton and his brother, Peter, 
did not leave their homes on the day of 
the sheoting with the intention of visit- 
ing the Bay Side Club; where Annis was 
killed, that they were led there by & 
chain of fortuitous circumstances and 
that Thornton Haing took no part in the 
affair except to protect his brother aft- 
er Annis had been shot. 

The Hains brothers, according to 
Shay, left their home the day of the 
shooting to go to Fort Hancock, where 
Thornton was to sail his new motor 
beat. On the way they met a friend 
and tried to induce him to go with 
therm. 

The friend undertook to dissuade them 
from making the motor boat test be 
cause of its danger and they talked 
about it until too late to go. 


Lunched at Waldorf. 

Instead they went to the WaWorf-As- 
toria, where Thornton and the friend 
had lunch while Capt. Hains, cemplain- 
ing that he had no appetite, waited for 
them in the lobby. 

The friend urged as a substitute for 
the motor beat trip that Thernton Hains 
go to Bay Side to look at some lets 
adjoining the club which a real estate 
man, Mr. Bugg, wanted Hains te buy 
as a site for the home he intended 
building. 

The friend at first, accerding to Shay, 
intended te go with Hains to Bay Side 
and told him if the l6ts were selected 
a. ence, the dwelling ceuld be started 
and finished before winter. 

From the Waldorf the three went to 
the ferry to go to Bay Side, but the 
friend decided that it was too late for 
him to go because his wife would be 
expecting him home. He, accordingly, 
induced the Hains brothers to go on 
alone, look at the lots and meet him 
at 8 p. m. that day at the Hotel Aster. 

Bought Reund Trip Tickets. 

To carry out this plan, Attorney Shay 
said, Thornton bought two round trip 
tickets to Bay Side.

Promises Action if Appeal Is

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—The impres- 
sion prevails in Washington tonight 
that the next member of President 
Roosevelt’s colony of undesirables wil! 
be Justice Daniel Thew Wright, who 
sentenced Gompers, Mitchell and Morri- 
son to jail tor contempt.

In an official statement issued at the 
White House in regard to presidential 
interference in the case of. President 
Gompers, Vice-President Mitchell and 
Secretary Morrison, of the American 
Federation of Labor, now under sen- 
tence for contempt of court, at- 
tention is ca:ied to the fact 
that the cases are still before 
the courts and that no matter what the 
President's opinion may be as to the 
justness of the sentence imposed he 
cannot take any action looking to 
pardon or express any opinion as to the 
merits of the cases. 3 
The text of the statement follows: 
“Various appeals have been made to 
the President to Interfere by pardons in 
the case of Mr. Gompers and his asso- 
clates. Those making the appeals are 
unaware of the fact that the matter is 
still before the courts. It is a civil suit 
between private parties, and there has 
been no way by which the Government 
could have intervened, even if it has 
desired to do so. 

Can’t Take Action Now. 
“Whether the President does or does 
not think the sentence of Mr. Gompers 
and his associates excessive is not at 
present of consequence, bepause he can- 


opinions while the case is pending be- 
fore the courts. When the decision is 
made, then the President can reply 
whether he considers the terms of im- 
prisonment are excessive or improper. 

“But it is,, of course, impossible for 
the President to act while an appeal is 
pending, for he has nothing whatever 
to act about. The courts must finish 
with the case first and the defendants 
are at the present moment at libe on 
ball. If the defendants see fit to - 
fon their appeal the matter will, of 
course, be brought to the President, in 
which case there will be immediate ac- 
tion. 

Will Be Kept Informed. 

“But ‘the defendants have a perfect 
right to prosecute their appeal and if 
unsuccessful in the final court, then ask 
for a pardon or commutation. But as 
long as they are prosecuting an appeal, 
the President has nothing to do in the 
matter. 

“The President has already instructed 
the Department of Juretice to keep him 
fully informed as to the progress of the 
case so that in the event of its becom-

She 
heard the news of her son’s victory last 
night about midnight, and calmly said 
it was not a surprise, for Jack had ca- 
bied her the day before that within 
another day he would be the world’s 
champion, and she knew he was cer- 
tain of victory. 

The old lady is a very intelligent 
darkey, and is highly respected. She 
says siie is responsible for Jack being 
a fighter, although she had intended 
that he use. his power only to defend 
his rights. eShe said Jack was a tall, 
slim boy until he was abouf 16 years 
old, when he began to take on flesh 
and develop his muscles. Up’ to the 
time he was 14 years of age he was a 
coward and would not fight. 

Mother’s Lash Woke Him Up. 
‘Hie was eternally getting into trou- 
ble with his playmates,” his mother 
said. “And always got the worst o 
it. His sister was his chum, and she 
had to defend him and do all his fight- 
ing. I had no time to be bothered set- 
tling these children’s fights, and I told 
Jack if he got licked again [I would 
give him another whipping because he 
was getting old enough to defend him- 
self. Sure enough, he got whipped by 
a smaller boy, and I gave him a licking 
when he came home. 

‘But I never had reason to whip him 
again. He developed confidence and 
muscle and he was soon the champion 
of the East End, and there were some 
big boys in that neighborhood. He al- 
ways said he would reach the top of 
the boxers’ prize list. 

Provides for Family. 

“7 am not so proud of his being a 
prizefighter, but I am proud that he 
stands at the head of his profession. 
He was no better nor worse than the 
average boy, but he is a good son, and 
he provides well for me and for his 
sisters and brothers.” 

Johnson bought property in Galveston 
and California since entesing upon his 
eareer, and sends money home regu- 
larly.

ERE ON JAN, 1 
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Plans to Meet Smallwood at 
the Coliseum Complete; 
Hurst One Promoter. 
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Percy Smallwood, the long-distance 
pchampion runner of Wales, will have a 
chance to show the American sporting 
public that he can go the Marathon dis- 
tance when he meets Dorando Pietri, 
the Italian Marathon runner, at the St. 
Louis Coliseum on Jan. 11. The match 
was completed yesterday for that date 
in St. Louis. Tim Hurst, the American 
League umpire, acted. for the St. Louis 
Coliseum and Pat Powers represented 
Dorando. The men:are to run the Mara- 
thon distance, 26 miles and 385 ‘ards. 
The ‘track will be about 10 laps to the 
mile, and will be. especially prepared 
for this race by a well-known Western 
track builder. 

Smallwood, who holds all the records 
in Wales, from 1 to 2% miles, has done 
most of his work in this country in 
short-distance races. But he has ran in 
the Marathon for professionals in Eng- 
land, and can go the distance very 
wéll. He took part in the professional 
Marathon rua which followed the’Olym- 
pic games contest in that country re- 
cently, and he led the entire field for 
12 miles. At 23 miles he was in third 
place and running well, when he was 
seized with a cramp and was forced to 
quit. 

His best work since his return to this 
country was his defeat of Tom Long- 
boat in a 10-mile race at the Second 
Regiment Armory, Dec. 5, when on a 
l4-lap board track he beat Longboat 
by a lap and a half, the time being 5% 
minutes and/10 seconds, remarkable § 
work for the conditions of the track 
and faster than the Indian had ever 
been carried in his life. On Thanks- 
giving day Smallwood ran four miles 
against Alfred Shrubb, the English 
champion, being beaten by about only 
30 yards. Smallwood has several times 
offered to run Shrubb 20 miles or more, 
but the Englishman refuses to consider 
a race of over 15 miles, which is his 
best distance. In this city recently 
Shrubb stated that Smallwood was the 
coming world’s champion long-distance 
runner. He predicted that Percy would 
beat Longboat at 10 miles, and he also 
predicted that Smallwood would beat 
either Dorando or Longboat if they ever 
met at the Marathon distance.

Special Correspondence Frem Paris 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch, 
PARIS, Dec. 16.—The first woman ever 


elected to any public office in France is 
Mme. Clemence Jusselin, who was re- 
turned as a Parisian ‘‘Conseiller Prud- 
homme,” or, ‘‘Prudfemme. She  be- 
comes a commercial judge entitled to 
decide in trade disputes. 

She is a dressmaker, and was put up 
by the representatives of her profes- 
sion. Four other women candidates 
sought election, but were defeated. 
Mme. Jusselin has been elected almost 
entirely by meh. 

The new law, which came into force 
only a few weeks ago, both renders 
women eligible to the ‘‘councils of hon- 
est men’’ and extends the franchise to 
women for elections to those bodies. 

But the latter privilege, was hardly 
used at all by the thousands of French 
women employed in trade or managing 
businesses of their own, and had it not 
been for the male vote not even one of 
the women candidates would have 
passed. 

Mme. Jusselin looks upon her elec- 
tion as ‘‘an almost historie event, for 
it is something to be proud of to be 
first woman fn France whose name has 
come out at the top of a legally recog- 
nized ballet.

WILL SAVE MILLIONS 


Hogs Immuned Against Chol- 
era, and Disease in Any 
Stage Checked. 


Special to the @Post-Dispatch. 
COLUMBIA, Mo., Dec. 26%As a re- 
sult of perfecting a serum that is an 
anti-toxin against hog cholera, the Mis- 
sourl Agricultural College guarantees 
the State Legislature that with an ap- 
propriation of $45,000 a year it will save 


the farmers of Missouri of from $1,000,- 
000 to $5,000,000 annually from the rav- 
ages of this disease. 

The next step must be the growing 
of longer tails on hogs, for the quantity 
of serum obtained from a hog depends 
not on its size but upon the length 
of the tail. 

The serum was discovered by Dr. M. 
Dorsett of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, but it was per- 
fected and made practical by Dr. J. W. 
Cennoway of the Missouri Agricultural 
College. He has been working for 
months on the problem and now has the 
proportion exactly. 

WHl Reduce Price of Pork. 

The Agricultural College announces 
unequivocally that it is prepared to van- 
quish that bane of the farmer, hog 
cholera. The discovery, which has been 
tested and proven will mean to the 


animal world what anti-toxin means to 


the human and will reduce the price of 
pork to a minimun. 

The Agricultural College is receiving 
letters from agricultural institutions and 
experiment stations all over the country 
inquiring the results obtained and ask- 
ing for samples of the serum and in- 
structions in ite application. 

By the improved method hogs are im- 
muned against cholera, and outbreaks of 
the disease are stopped with only the 
loss of those animals that died or be- 
came seriously affected before the ‘iden- 
tity of the disease was discovered, and 
thus spread of the disease is stopped 
and the immense amount of money that 
is lost annually by the farmers is 
changed into profits. f 

How Serum Is Obtained. — 

The serum, or blood, is drawn from 
what is known as a hyperimmunized hog, 
the fibrine being removed, so as to pre- 
vent clotting. The serum is treate: 
with small quantities of carbolic acid, 
and when kept in a cool place can be 
preserved from six to twelve months. 
When hogs are to be inoculated there is 
injected from a teaspoonful to a table- 
spoonful into the ham of the animal. 

A hyperimmunized hog is produced by 
first giving the cholera to a well hog 
and at the time injecting into him a 
small amount of the serum. This is ra- 
peated several times until a quart -or 
more of the serum has been placed in 
the hog’s blood. The animal*is known 

unized hog. 

In the ab- 
sence of serum, hyperimmunized hogs 
may be made by beginning with hogs 
that have recovered in the natural 
way from attacks of cholera.

Rev. Jacob Meeker Decides 
Preaching Is Overdone and 
Adopts Innovations. 





NO INTEREST ON LOANS 


Music and Art Meetings to 
Take the Place of Even- 
ing Services. 








Tha Rev. Jacob E. Meeker, pastor of 
the Compton Hill Congregational 
Church at Lafayette and Compton ave- 
nues, will start the New Year with 
unique innovatigns that he * believes 
from experiment and observation will 
add greatly to the effectiveness of his 
church and go far to attract and hold 
the interest of his congregation. He 
will announce his plans from his pulpit 
today. 

Beginning next month the Compton 
Hill church will operate a loan depart- 
ment for the benefit of all worthy per- 
sons regardless of church membership, 
who dislike the idea of accepting char- 
ity. ’ 

In addition to that, the church will 
inaugurate a social service committee, 
the members of which will look ‘after as 
many young persons, outsiders as well 
as members of the church, as come un- 
der their notice. They will obtain em- 
ployment for those seeking work and 
will find suitable lodging and boarding 
houses for strangers. 

Dr. Meeker will also announce a radi- 
cal change in his methods of holding 
Sunday night services during the next 
year. He will not preach a night ser- 
mon hereafter more than once each 
month. The other Sunday nights will 
be devoted to music, art and literature. 


Believes Preaching Is Overdone, 

“Preaching, in itseif, is, I-believe, 
greatly overdone these days,’’ he said to 
a Post-Dspatch reporter last night. 
‘‘Mere preaching has been worked until 
it is out of date, and the people are sick 
of it. Sermons are all right in their 
place, for preaching, of course, is the 
fundamental principal of the. church, 
and always will be, but the church must 
offer other things than words if it is to 
reach the people and hold their inter- 
est and attention. 

“For those reasons I have originated 
the loan idea, Social service committee 
and the Sunday evening innovations. 

“The Compton rfill church will raise 
a fund, by individual subscriptions, 
among its members, and this fund will 
be given in charge of six me- bers, 
three men and three women. The money 
will be loaned to anybody asking for 
it, provided the committee finds them 
to be worthy of assistance. 

‘The money will be loaned without in- 
terest, in any amount desired, for as 
long: a time as the borrower needs it. 
The committee will not confine its loans 
to members only, but will help all 
worthy applicants, and the ‘an fund 
will draw interest only wh: : in the 
bank. 

“The church council has * ap- 
proved of the plan. I have aliv.dy been 
assured that the members will approve. 
The board of deacons will be asked to 
name three men, and the women to 
name three of their number. 

Helping Over Rough Places, 

“The loan fund will be entirely separ- 
ate from the church’s charity fund. 
There are a great many needy persons 
in St. Louis, ‘up against it’ temporarily, 
who would not accept charity. My loan 
idea is for the benefit of these persons,

GOOD HOGS ARE HIGHER 








Sheep Scarce and Market Is Re- 
deemed—Horses Pick Up During 
Week but Mules Are Quiet. 





Receipts the past week were the small- 
est recorded any week of the present 
year. Arrivals totaled but 11,000 head, 
showing a decrease of 7000, compared 
with the previous week, while receipts 
two and four weeks ago were twice as 
large. During Christmas week of last 
year, however, arrivals aggregated but 
7000 cattle. 

The beef steer trade has been in very 
active condition most days during the 
period, and with the exception of the 
strictly good cattle, which did not ad- 
vance more than 10@i5c, the average 
run of common to pretty good steers 
selling at $6.50 down, advanced fully a 
quarter, and in some instances a 25@35c 
gain was shown. There has been noth- 
ing as toppy as here the previous week, 
though good fat steers have been rather 
plentiful between $6.50@7.10, from light 
yearling weights to the heavy export 
kinds. Bulk of the offerings, however, 
included a common and just decent 
set of killers between $4.50@6. 

The butcher heifer market closed fully 
a quarter higher on all classes. Prime 
heifers topped the market at $6.50@7, 
while most of the medium to good 
kinds sold between $4@6. A very com-

The 
choice toppy cows, however, show a 
firm tendency, and while cutting cows 
likewise show a strong tone, the canner 
grades have sold-on a. comparatively 
slow basis, the entire period and values 
average just about steady. Best cows 
sold at $5 and the bulk of the medium 
to fat cows sold between $3.25@4.50. Cut- 
ters sold at a range of $2.35@3, and most 
of the canners brought $1.75@2, with 
old shells down at $1@1.50. 

The calf market has averaged on a 
good, strong basis for heavy calves and 
common kinds, but demand from butch- 
ers for choice veal calves ruled very 
urgent, and the bulk of the good calves 
closed the week fully $1 higher. 

The stocker and feeder market has 
been decidedly active the entire week 
and receipts have been far below the 
demands of the market. While the trade 
has been active for the several previous 
weeks, the past week has displayed 
mere urgency than shown during the 
entire fall. Sales ranged at §$3.50@4.50 
for a common and just fairly good class 
of steers, weighi*¢ 900 pounds and less. 

In the Southern cattle division, re- 
ceipts have been unusually light and 
steers have been a very scarce article. 
Sales embraced a pretty good load of 
fed Oklahoma steers at $4.65, a load of 
fair grassers at $4.15, few Aransas and 
Tennessee steers around $% and a train 
of the Mexican steers at $3.50. Trade 
has averaged a shade higher. 

Buikx of the receipts included mostly 
canner and cutter cows and mixed lots, 
selling at $2@2.8, though a fe wgood 
cows sold at $3.25@3.40. Best classes 
held a fully steady basis, though the 
canner market closed a shade lower. 


Good Hogs Scarce, Higher 
A right good supply of hogs arrived 


last week, although the receipts were 
not as large as either of the two previ- 
ous weeks. More good hogs arrived but 
still they are scarce and are selling a 
goed bit higher than the average grade 
medium weigh+ hogs. The supply of 
pigs and lights was liberal and a good 
many common ones were included. 

The market did not vary very much 
as the top ranged between $5.75 and 
$5.95 all week, while the bulk of the 
medium and good hogs sold from $65.30 
@5.70. Packers were bearish and broke 
the market whenever possible, while the 
shippers and butchers were active com- 
petitors for the good hogs that had 
plenty of weight. 

Pigs declined about 25c during the 
week and a good many little common 
ones sold from $3.25@4, while good pigs 
under 100 Ibs. sold at $4.25@4.50, and best 
lights that did not weigh more than 155 
Ibs. at $5@5... The poorer grade sold 
slow and frequently the market closed 
with a good many left over.

The. supply of sheep wes very aeelt 
and the market recovered from the de- 
moralized cendition it was in at the 
close of the previous week, and most 
of the decline was regained, but sti)! 
the market is not on as good a basis 
as it was 10 days ago. The total num- 
ber received all week was not more 
than one good day’s supply. 

Lambs that were fat were in extra 
good demand, and the best sold’ from 
$7.00@7.50, while the best mutton sheep 
sold after the first two days at %1.25@ 
4.50. A few Missouri fed Western year- 
lings arrived, and they averaged 9% 
pounds, and sold at $5.76, which showed 
a gain of fully 50c from the low om the 
week before. 

The stocker trade was quiet/ pa but 
few arrived, and then the demand was 
not at all urgent, and only for the good 
young thin sheep. Old cull ewes were 
as slow sale as ever, and went from 
$1.00@2.00, the same as for several weeks. 
Bucks were good sale, if fat, at $2.60@ 
3.00, mostly with few reaching $3.25. 

Horses Liviler; Mules Quiet, 

At the opening of the week, the horse 
trade was a Tittle quiet, but later a 
fair demand for holiday week, prevafied,

Uncertainty prevails in regard to pro- 
spective run of wheat to the terminals. 
On the first day or so arrivals of spring 
wheat at the western markets showed 
signs of continuing at the large volume 
of the previous week, receipts in the 
large markets of that region being véry 
heavy. This movement soon subsided, 
however, and for the remainder of the 
week receipts in the Northwest were 
moderate; so small, in fact, as to create 
a strong tone in the cash trade of that 
region and cause a boom in futures 
there. Receipts at winter wheat mar- 
kets receded from the previous large 
levels and were consistently small 
throughout the week. It was reported, 
however, that farmers’ deliveries at 
country elevators were large and there 
was a sharp increase in offerings from 
the interior. These factors are expected 
to shortly cause an enlarged run of 
wheat to the winter wheat primaries. 

Wet Weather in Argentine. 

Foreign markets were for the most 
part in a relatively strong position and 
crop reports from abroad are beginning 
to favor the bulls. Offerings from Ar- 
gentine were liberal and that country 
made large cheap sales to Europe. The 
movement from the interior of that 
country is liberal with the quality satis- 
factory and early in the week favorable 
weather was reported. Later, however, 
there were advices of heavy rains which 
were interfering with the harvest. Dis- 
couraging reports were forwarded from 
Germany with prices in that country 
advancing in a quite conspicuous man- 
ner. 

Many operators consider the large 
supplies in all visible directions the 
nucleus of an inherent!y bearish situa- 
tion. There are large amounts in sight 
in this country, but the increases have 
recently been reduced to small pro- 
pertions. There were decreases to Can- 
ada and Europe, and these offset the 
increases in the United States, the total] 
visible of the world showing a decrease 
of 668,000 bu. The domestic visible in- 
creased 606,000 bu, a comparatively small 
amount in view vad the recent libera] 
piling up. 

Duliness in All Lines, 

Pronounced inactivity prevailed in all 
positions of the trade, and there were 
no new factors influénvin:: the market. 
Cash wheat was very dull, though a 
firm tone was maintained by the light 
offerings. The flour business was prac- 
tically stagnant, as far as new orders 
were concerned, and the output wag 
appreciably reduced. There were no 
bids from abroad and the export busi- 
ness was inactive. Inconsiderable saled 
were reported from Duluth ence or 
twice, but these small amounts consti- 
tuted the transactions with foreign coun- 
tries. 

Futures Dull But Firm. 

The powerful longs are still withhold- 
ing their lines, which caused a con- 
tinuation of the congestion in May op- 
tions. There was very little wheat on 
sale after the first day, and when mod- 
erate initial declines had been recov- 
ered from, @ firm tone developed. Little 
support was needed to support values, 
and under an indifferent trade prices 
advanced in a gradual but steady man- 
ner.

Care, but Illness Was 

Kept Secret. 








DEATH 








SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 26.—Claus 
Spreckles, the famous millionaire, 
known as the sugar king, died at 4:30 
a. m. today from the effects “of an at- 


*~ tack of pneumonia. 


The aged millionaire had constantly 
been under the care of two physicians, 
although the news of his illness did not 
become, public until last night. 

At his bedside when he passed away 
were his sons, Johu D. and Rudolph 
The latter returned yesterday from 
Honolulu on the Nippon Maru, and was 
hurrietily landed ‘and hastened to his 
father’s room, where he remained all 
night. 

Superior J udge Graham appointed Ru- 
doiph Spreckles and C. A. Spreckles ex- 
ecutors of the will of their father, fix- 
ing their bonds at 9600,000, which was 
furnished. In applying for letters of 
administration it was stated that some 
matters connected with the estate need- 
ed immediate attention. 

. Estate Worth $50,00,000, 

The will is in the possession of the 
widow, Mrs. Anna Spreckles, and will 
be opened Monday... It is said that all 
of the dead capitalist’s children are, 
mentioned in the will. and to each is 
given a share of the estate, the value of 
which is variously estimated at from 
$40,000,000 to $50,000,000. It was stated in 
court that the income from the estate 
exceeded a ee of a million dollars 


a year. 


Claus’ Spreckels was “porn in 1828 in 
Lamstedt, Hanover.. He came to this 
country in 184 and was employed in 
Charleston, 8: C.,-tand in New York. 
In 1856. he went to San Francisco and 
opened a store, and later went into the 
brewing business. 

He went into the sugar refining busi- 
ness in 1863, getting his raw material 
from: Hawali.. He built refineries, ac- 
qnired sugar properties in Hawaii, and 
owned large beet sugar farms in Cali- 
fornia. He-had his own steamship line 


_ , between San Francisco and Honolulu. 


Studied Sugar in Europe. 

It was by a mastery of every detail 
and a close attention to the business 
and the introduction of new methods 
that made Spreckeles a sugar king. He 
went to Europe and there entered into 
an exhaustive study of sugar. He even 
became a workman again, serving as 
an ordinary employe at Magdeburg. 

At one time he shrewdly cornered all 
the sugar afloat and almost shut up the 
Goors of his rivals by cutting off the 
‘raw supplies, all of which had always 
to be imported. 

His competitors were helpless against 
his. ability and his cunning, and they 
eventually had no alternative but to 
surrender.

NEGRO LOST LEG, ENTITLED 
TO $7000, COURT VERDICT 


Document in Which He Acknow- 
ledged Satisfaction of Judg- 


ment Is Set Aside. 

Judge Taylor in the Circuit Court 
yesterday set aside a document by 
which Minor’ Hunter, a negro, ack- 
nowlecged satisfaction of a $5000 
judgment against the Wabash Rail- 
road and held that the negro is en- 
titled to the money with interest, dat- 
ing from November, 1902. The inter- 
est aggregates about $2000. 

Hunter sued the Wabash in the Cir- 
cult Court at Warrenton, Mo., on ac- 
count of the loss of a leg and won the 
suit. The railroad appealed to the 
Supreme Court, but abandoned its ap- 
peal after the negro signed the paper 
showing he had received the money.

PARTNERS LEFT FIRM 





Sacrificed Library Represent- 
ing 35 Years’ Work, but 
Couldn’t Avert Crash. 





NEW, YORK, Dec. 26.—Henry W. 
Poor, a well known Wall street banker 
and broker, and for years the publisher 
of Poor’s Manual of Railroads, failed 
today. His banking and brokerage firm, 
known as H. W. Poor & Co., with of- 
fices at No. 33 Wall street, made an 
assignment to Mark T. Cox, of the firm 
of Robert T. Winthrop & Co., without 
preference. 

No financial statement was made, but 
as Mr. Poor has been prominent and 
has influential connections, it is be- 
Heved his liabilities will reach at least 
$5,000,000. The brunt of the failure is 
borne by Mr.*Poor, his former partners 
having withdrawn from the firm. 

The former partners included Mr. 
Poor’s son and William N. Phoenix, 
Franklin W. Hunt, Charles F. Cushman 
and Frederick A. Farrar. The failure 
is one of the largest in the financial 
district in some time./ Mr. Poor was 
looked upon not only as a very wealthy 
man, but his family has long held a 
high social position. 

Has Two Magnificent Homes. 

He has two magnificent homes, one 
the old Cyrus W. Field mansion at No. 
1 Lexington avenue, and the other a 
‘stone chateau at Tuxedo. For years 
they have been the gathering places of 
the ultra-fashionable. 

As the Stock Exchange was closed to- 
day, the announcement of the failure 
could not be reflected in market con- 
ditions. An effort was made by lawyers 
for several of the large creditors to 
present a bankruptcy petition to a Fed- 
eral Judge, but none could be found 
sitting. 

Recent incidents in the affairs of Mr. 
Poor are given significance now bacause 
of the failure. Jt is recalled that six 
weeks ago Mr. oor began the sale 
of his magnificent library, which she 
had been 30 years in collecting, and 
which was regarded as one of the best 
in the country. Five* thousand works 
were sold and the purchasers included 
J. P. Morgan, Mrs. John D. Rockefeller, 
Senator Henry Cabot Lodge and George 
and Howard Gould. 

Firm Was Sued for $200,000. 

Another development was the bringing 
of a suit oy Howard Willetts of West- 
chester against Henry W. Poor & Co. 
for more than $200,000, on account of 
a deal in railroad bonds into which 
Mr. Willetts says he went because of the 
advice he received from Mr. Poor. The 
suit is still pending. 

The transactions of the H. W. Poor 
concern, it is said, were on an ex- 
tensive scale, including big syndicate. 
operations. 

Mr. Poor was president and a director 
of the Postal Telegraph Co. of Texas. 


STORK PAYS CHRISTMAS VISIT 
TO MORE THAN THIRTY HOMES; 
WEEK’S DEATH LIST LOWER 


Health Department Records Show 
Decrease of 126 in Birth 
Rate. 


Between thirty and forty babies were 
the Stork’s Christmas gifts to the homes 
of St. Louis. The reports are not com- 
plete, and only an estimate has been 
made by the Health Department. The 
births recorded last week were 204, a 
decrease of 126, compared with the total 
for the previous week. Deaths for the 
seven days numbered 172—13 fewer than 
for the preceding period. 

Twelve deaths last week were charged 
to the acute contagious diseases. There 
were three fatal cases of scarlatina, four 
of diphtheria, one of membraneous 
croup, three of typhoid fever and one 
of cerebro-spinal fever. 

Pneumonia, with 22 deaths, was more 
deadly than tuberculosis, which was re- 
sponsible for 19. Four persons died of 
bronchitis, one of meningitis and nine 
of stomach diseages. There were three 
homiciies and three accidental deaths.

OTHERS WIN PRAISE 





St. Louis Makes Continual 
Contribution to Country’s 
Art Producers. 





BY FRANCIS E, A. CURLEY, — 
Secretary of the St. Louis Museum of 
Fine Arts. 

In the closing days of the annual 
exhibition of the Society of Western 
Artists, at the Museum in- Forest 
Park, attention is attracted more par- 
ticularly to work by the less known 
artists among whom we look for 
awakening genius. : 
Those who maintain interest in 
Western art expect to find in each 
such exhibition the latest producffons 
of such familiar artists as Steele and 
Adains of Indiana, Duveneck, Meakin 
and Alice Schille of Ohio, Browne, 
Clarkson, Albright, Clute, Pattison, 
Smith, Taft and Ethel Mars of I[Illi- 
nois, and some of our own townsmen, 
Wuerpel, Zolnay, Sylvester, Wolf, 
Waldeck, Watson, Berninghaus and 
others. The work of these artists, 
and characteristics which makuz it 
easy to tell one from another, are 
known to those whv frequent the gal- 
leries of our Western cities. The 
comparative excellence of exhibitions 
of Western art largely depends upon 
them. To glimpse the tomorrow of 
Western painting, however, we must 
consider also the work of younger or’ 
less familiar artists who are climbing 

upward in the scale of merit. 

Here again we encounter some of 
the men already named, as. leaders 
and teachers, who long have served 
as instructors in the art institutions 
of their cities. Their influence per- 
meates the collection, but so mingled 
with other influences and modified by 
individual temperament that it may 
well be asked whether we are not 
soon to witness, are not, indeed, al- 
ready witnessing, important changes 
in the trend of Western painting. 

East Absorbs St. Louis Artists, 

St. Louis makcs continual contribu- 
tions to the country’s army of art pro- 
ducers, not in painting alone, but in 
sculpture, illustration and other fields; 
but too many of her young artists be- 
come absorbed into the East, devoting 
their lives to the enrichment of New 
York, Philadelphia and other centers, 
while comparatively few remain to fol- 
low the professional career of art in 
our trans-Mississippi metropolis. Re- 
cently defecting are Messrs. Stoddard. 
and Cornoyer. Others whose contribu- 
tions are missed from the present col- 
lection, like Messrs. Wolf and Carpen- 
ter, are pursuing their studies abroad 
and are expected to return. Among the 
local exhibitors of promise is Miss Au- 
gusta rinkelnburg, who last year was 
represented by charcoal drawings which 
drew the attention of thousands by their 
refined strength. This year Miss Fin- 
keinburg shows two oils and a water 
color, all interesting in color and com- 
position, the water color perhaps the 
more successful. 

Arthur Mitchell is not a new exhib- 
itor; but one whose work discloses prog- 
ress. His combined labors ks telegraph- 
er and painter aguin have demonstrated 
that a struggling artist ‘not known to 
fame nor courted by dealers and col- 
lectors need not necessarily starve and 
bewail the lot of neglected, unappre- 
ciated merit, as some do, but may 
choose a sturdier way. Thus working, 
Mr. Mitchell has reached a point where 
his art has strong claims on its own un- 
pretentious merits. 

Prof. Holmes Smith is recognized with 
pleasure as an exhibitor of simple little 
water colors, always showing artistic 
knowledge. Sarkis Erganian is another 
whose pictures are beginning tq be 
looked for in the exhibitions. His co 
tribution of this year, showing a wo 
threading a needle, is finely painted, 
very -realistic, yet harmonious and 
agreeable, undoubtedly one of the best 
figure paintings in the collection. 

An Architect and Painter. 

Tom Barnett, architect, may yet com- 
mand distinction as a painter. His 
“Landscape; a Gray Day,” in his usual 
400 | Vein, is attractive and appealing in a 
suggestive way. Miss Mary A. McCall 
is another St. Louis contributor who has 
an incisive eye and the capacity to com- 
pose in color with pleasing effect. It has 
been much remarked that the work of 
women stand out surprisingly in this 
exhibition. Fearlessness and robust 
handling are observed among the chief 
characteristics of the ladies. ‘‘Safe from 
the Waves,”’ by Mary Butler, now of 
Philadelphia, is an example, a plain- 
spoken, wholesome picture. Somewhat 
similar are contributions by Caroline 
Stehlin, “‘Windy Day,” and the tiny can- 
vas, “The Wave.” Another example 
is “The Sunny Valley,” by Lucie Hart- 
rath, Chicago, in which two children 
in a yellow path, by a stream bluer 
than blue, are bathed in dazzling sun- 
lit atmosphere. 

Less striking are the little pictures

The real estate transfers for 1908 show

materially affect the prices, though it 
did naturally affect the grand total, 
conclusively showing that real estate in- 
vestments were on a secure basis. The 
contraction felt in presidential years in 
all lines of business had its affect on 
the real éstate market. The election 
over, and usual conditions prevailing, 
the prospects for 1909 are exceedingly 
bright, and with plenty of avaliable 
funds seeking investment, it is reason- 
able to expect that real estate will share

Other work in connection with new 
bath houses and new parks which have 
lately been added to the city, and inci- 
dental to the reconstruction of the Poor 
House, etc., will be taken up during 
1909, but no plans or estimates have 
been made. 

Growth in Assessments, 

A good gauge of the growth of the 
wealth of the city is the assessment list. 
The assessment for 1908 on real estate 
is $14,107,160 more than 1907, which means 
that the property holders in 1908 have 
paid in taxes §8,915,238.72, as against 
$8,308,319.68 in 1907, an increase of over 
half a million dollars. 

The tax rate has been increased only 
6 cents on the $100, but this 5 cents 
makes $262,151.10 for the public schools, 
as the rate of taxation for state and 
city purposes remains the same. The 
real estate taxpayers of St. Louis are 
therefore paying $2,409,623.98 at present 
towards the support of the public 
schools. The city government is sup- 
ported at an expense of $5,823,015.28. The 
balance, $682,698.46 goes to the state. 

A fact that should be referred to here 
is: While ‘personal property is assessed 
$1,060,400 more in 1908 than 1907, this in- 
crease is offset by a decrease of $1,138,- 
143 on the part of the State Board, on 
account of railroads, etc., which is to 
say the increase of $14,107,106 in the total 
assessments, with the additional 6 cents 
per $100 for the schools, shows an addi- 
tional half million dollars in 1908 the 
real estate owners were obliged-to pay 
for the support of city, school and State 
purposes. This is hardly equitable and 
our tax laws should be adjusted to 
reach all and not the owner of real 
estate only. f 

Assessments are considered at about 
65 per cent of the real value of the prop- 
erty assessed. The following is a table 
of the assessments for the past 30 years:

As 
the supply had exceeded the demand, 
the decrease in building operations the 
current year was a boon to the busi-

“Apartment house construction is ex- 
pected to lead in the residential and 
mercantile Building in downtown opera- 
tions.

The subsequent sale of -the Fair 
Grounds to the city for a public park 
at $700,000 was also consummated by 
this company. This tract of 131 acres, 


. bounded by Grand, Fair and Kossuth 


avenues and Natural Bridge road, is 
practically a ready-made park. 

An Olive street sale was made for 
Frank A. Ruf, president of the Anti- 
kamnia Chemical Co., for $76,000, the 
premises being 1318-1320 Olive street, op- 
posite the site of the new Central Li- 
brary.

Seventh Street Developing.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 26. 
RED W. CARPENTER is the man 
F whose highball was drunk by a 
monkey. Tne monkey became 
drunk, while Carpenter is about to be- 
come the. secretary of the President of 
the United States. The highball epi- 
sode occurred in the early days of 
Carpenter's service for Mr. Taft. Car- 
penter, then in the Philippines, lived 
with two army officers, three Filipino 
boys, two coachmen, a Chinese cook and 

two monkeys—especially the monkeys. 

When it came highball time, Carpen- 
ter looked on—which, through the min- 
istrations of the army gentlemen, made 
ali the more for the monkey. This gave 
very evident delight to the little ani- 
mal toper, and it agreed with Carpen- 
ter. 

At the age of 35 and after a public 
service of about eight years, he has 
traveled from @ salary of $1400 to $7500 
per year, not to mention the recent ac- 
quisition of much public honor and col- 
umns of published acclaim. 

Mr. Carpenter is devoid of those hab- 
its by which men very commonly and in 
varying degrees imitate the Filipino 
monkey. His career, however, is not- 
able for the development of two. con- 
firrhed habits—silence and work. In 
comparison with him the not-too-com- 
municative Loeb is a human calliope 


"with all steam up and the notably se- 


cretive Hitchcock a garrulous gossip. 


Preliminary Training. 
“NARPENTER has kept still in 
more languages and in more 
lands than any other man in 
the private secretary business, and 
that is putting it mildly. He kept his 
lips. closely sealed three years in the 

Philippines, having secured his pre- 
liminary training. in secrecy in a Cali- 
fornia law office. 

The California law office did not of- 
fer sufficient future for a man who 
had locked his lips and thrown the key 
away, so Carpenter took a stenograph- 
er’s examination and hiked to the Phil- 
ippines. There? he made hooks and 
dashes with his pencil, pounded the 
typewriter, and kept up his main line 
of keeping his own counsel.

Since that time Carpenter has kept 
still twice around the world, not to 
mention three or four times across the 
“Pacific. He kept still during the con- 
greéessional trip to the Philippines and 
to Japan, while Alice Roosevelt and 
Nick Longworth were talking busily. 
On the way around the first time with 

Mr. Taft, he maintained discreet silence

And, however late he 
works the night before, he is always 
on hand at his regular hour in the 
morning. 

Carpenter’s lack of communicative- 
ness on other than business subjects is 


due partially to shyness. His great 
diffidence, together with the fact that 
he hasn’t time for such things, probably 
accounts for his remaining a bachelor, 
and for his reluctance to accept the 
many sockl invitations which his posi- 
tion have brought to him. He is a 
member of the aristocratic Metropolitan 
Club, although his membership is very 
recent and no one has heard much about 
it. And it should be added in passing, 
that his bachelor habits, which are 
uncompromising, quite likely are of as- 
sistance in maintaining the excellent 
qualities of his safe deposit apparatus. 
His Artistic Tastes, 
ARPENTER likes books, pictures 
C and music. In his spare hours, 
between: midnight and 8 o'clock 
in the morning, he imbibes po- 
etry and classics. On all of his 
travels he has spent every  pos- 
sible moment in art galleries and mu- 
seums. His bachelor apartment in 
Washington reflects a quietly artistic 
taste, and contains many books, pictures 
and relics of his trips with Mr. Taft. 

Persons who have dealing with the 
White House are wondering what sort 
of secretary Mr. Carpenter wilb make in 
his new duties. The Secretary to the 
President has an apportunity to wield 
quite as much influence as’ any cabinet 
officer, and this has been done by Loeb 
and Cortelyou, both of whom have not 
been afraid to give the President the 
benefit of their advice. Both of them, 
too, have been the chief news-giving 
agencies of the White House, and have 
exercised no little influence over the 
reflection which the public received of 
the administration. 

Up to this time, Mr. Carpenter has 
mot been called upon for the exercise 
of these particular qualities. But he is 
well educated, having been trained as a 
lawyer, and: has the requisite experi- 
ence for advancement to his new and 
very important post. Certainly, Wil- 
liam H. Taft is satisfied, for he has 
stated more than once that he has the 
best secretary in the world. And he 
values Mr. Carpenter not less for his 
absolute loyalty and conscientious serv- 
ice, ‘than for his hard work and discreet 
silence.

Lauder’s Cleverness and Magnetism. 
This same Lauder is a wonderful 


chap. He makes you understand the 
Scotch dialect whether you will or not 
—and, most miraculous of all, he puts 
Scotch humor over the homeplate so 
deftly that it scores every time. Be- 
sides, he’s brimming over with mag- 
netism—you find yourself liking him 
within a minute after his first appear- 
ance on the stage, and from that mo- 
ment he sends his Gaelic fun into your 
system as if by an elecfric current. 
Maybe it’s the endless chain of rolling 
R’s that he unwinds from between_ his 
laughing lips that does the business. I 
never knew before that a Scot was so 
vastly superior to a Frenchman in this 
line—Lauder can eat oysters every 
month in the year on the R issue. 

He’s a plump little “Scot wha hae,”’ 
with twinkling brown eyes, a humorous 
mouth, a sweet baritone that’s built for 
balladry, a pair of low-comedy legs, and 
a general suggestion of Brig o’ Doon 
conviviality that would have made Tam 
O’Shanter love him at first sight. Bob- 
bie Burns knew such Scotchmen—you 
can see them between the lines of some 
of his most human poems.

But it was hard to reconcile these 
facts with what looked like indiffer* 
ence and stagnation in other direc- 
tions. I continually asked: “What 
is the matter with Missouri?” I! 
speak now, of course, of the manner 
in which the State impressed me as 
an outsider. Many Visitors from the 
East have asked me the same queés- 
tion: “‘What’s the matter with Mi-- 
souri?” 

I'll tell you what I believe was the 
matter with Missouri, though I may 
be mistaken. It wag the relics of 
slavery. We are governed by “the [a- 
stitution” long after it is dead. Mis- 
souri has been inthe leading strings 
of the Confederacy 45 years afte: the 
surrender of Appomattox. 

We have suffered from political 
mortmain. The dead hand of the 
Dred Scott decision stretching torth 
from the cemetery of Secession has 
controlled our thoughts and nove- 
ments to a degree that would have 
astonished Chief Justice Taney and 
Jeff Davis if they were alive. 

The State machine to which I have 
referred had only one thing i:. its 
stock and trade—“bloody shirt.” Of 
all the absurd nonsense I have ever 
read, the speeches of so-called Dem>- 
cratic leaders in this State handed out 
to the people in these opening years 
of the twentieth century have been 
without a rival. And yet, pro-slavery 
sentiment and Secession and the Con- 
federacy and the Stars and Bars an: 
the old slave-holding aristocracy, long 
after they are passed and gone and 
forgotten by the rest of mankind, 
have been sufficient by their mere 
sentimental memory to lick a certain 
number of Missouri voters into line, 
assisted by the 50,000 office holders >{ 
the State machine, and to keep that 
machine in power uninterruptedly. 

We have been governed by our sen- 
timents and not by our interests.

HOW CURES ARE’ MADE. 


“We recognize, according to cora- 
mon experience and the inspired 
teaching of the Bible, the psychol- 
ogy of the New Testament, that a 
man has a mind and a body, and we 
affirm most emphatically the velne 
of anatomy, physiology, biology, bac- 
teriology and the like in the progress 
of the race. We believe in the power 
of faith in the historic Christ and in 
personal intercession and interces- 
sional prayer!to an ever-living and 
ever-loving and personal God.”’ 

Of the manner in which the cures 
are made the Rev. Mr. Blaisdell 
says: 

“My idea is to get at those troubles 
that are largely mental in their or- 
igin and a great percentage of ail- 
ments are of that kind. Since I be- 
gan the movement here the inquiry 
has been widespread. 

“T receive many letters and mofe 
personal calls and telephone calls 
than I can well attend to. They send 
for me to come and heal them. They 
ask me: ‘Do you think God sent this 
trouble?’ I reply that the trouble 
came because they were living out of 
harmony with God’s plan; that they 
had been praying to a God that was 
to them a remote being. I tell them 
they must realize and believe that 
God is right here, in our everyday 
lives, right alongside of us, taking 
a personal interest in all we do, wait- 
ing to help us in all our troubles, 
great and small. 

“My idea is to lead the people up 


selves; if they have faith in God 
he will heal them of all their trou- 
bles. 

“For instance, I have many men 
come to me who are out of work and 
are worrying about their families and 
how they are going to get along. 
Many of these are depressed to the 
voint of despair. I begin with such 
an one by putting my arm around 
him and talking to him as one broth- 
er would talk to another. I read that 
strengthening passage from. the 
Thirty-seventh Psalm: , 

“*T have ebeen young, and now I 
am old; yet have I not seen the 
righteous forsaken, nor his seed beg- 
ging bread.’ 

“IT pray with him. I read him the 
verses from the Thirty-seventh 
Psalm beginning, ‘Fret not thyself.’ 

HIS SOUL FULL OF MUSIC. 

“It is wonderful how the horizon 
of a man in that position begins to 
brighten when you awaken in his 
mind the belief that God is with him 
and that so long as that is so noth- 
ing else matters. He cheers up, ne 
goes away with his soul full of 
music, he goes to his closet and 
pours out his heart to God, tells Him 
all his troubles, and God comforts 
and heals the poor troubled mind and 
he is actually healed and made well. 

“It is the ‘same with the really 
sick, if their sickness is functional, 
that is if it is the result of mental 
worry.

The testimony and docu- 
ments filed in the Government suits 
show final control of the Standard

This is to be remembered in con- 
nection with John D. Rockefeller’s 
testimony that Standard Oil money 
was frequently loaned “in conjunction 
with other operators who are in the 
habit of borrowing money on good 
security.” It means in New York

But it Is doubtful if the most capa- 
ble head for business in the country 
could hold all that branches out from 
the glucose works in Granite City 
when the manufacture of corn prod- 
ucts into glucose and starch includes 
among otner things the Chicago, P2- 
oria & Western Railroad in Illinois, 
the same road as _ incorporated in 
Iowa, the Illinois Valley Belt Rail- 
road and the Crystal Car Line, which 
are credited among starch and syrup 
assets as terminal conveniences.

may or may not give full control, 
that it is out of the question to give 
their names. According to a report 
which is made only for financial pur- 
poses, it had on deposit, as collat- 
eral in various iron boxes in bank 
vaults, $47,200,000 in the securities 
of these companies (about thirty of 
them) early this year, while it held 
in ite treasury the securities of be- 
tween seventy and eighty corpora- 
tions, railroads and local companies 
of various kinds, chiefly in St. Louis 
and the Southwest.

SNAKE FARM WHERE REPTILES ARE “MILKED” OF THEIR VENOM 


orado and Arkansas are men who 

make a living catching snakes 
and extracting the oil from. their 
bodies, which is sold for medicine. It 
is supposed to be a sovereign remedy 
for rheumatism. But nowhere in 
the West are there any snake farms 
that approach in size the ones that 
are in Australia. 

Snake farming is not an attractive 
occupation, but it has more than one 
votary in the Australian common- 
wealth, and in the neighborhood of 
Sydney the industry has been carried 
on for several year by an individual, 
who, while disclaiming all knowledge 
of the snake charming art, appears to 
have an extensive knowledge of the 
reptiles and their ways. 

In addition to the snakes, large 
numbers of frogs, and even toads, are 
carefully reared, partly as food for 
the reptiles and partly for scientific 
purposes. 

The snakes are caught in the bush, 
a work frequently necessitating macoy 
miles of wandering and long hours 
of patient watching, for the snake is 
a suspicious creature, generally more 
alarmed at the sight of a man than 
the man at it. The snake hun‘er 
employes a couple of forked sticks 
as a means of capture. With one the

Several hundred snakes have been 
collected at one time on the farm, 
where they are kept in bags or boxes, 
the latter being covered at the top 
with small-mesh wire netting. At the 
bottom of each receptable is a little 
bran of straw, and occasionally a few 


of the jaws, and thus has the reptile 
safe and harmless. The snake is thus 
dropped, tail first, into a sugar bag. 
All that is really necessary is a 
steady nerve, a straight eye and a 
firm hand. 

A recent visitor was shown some 
large specimens of the tiger and dia- 
mond species, intended for the Syd- 
ney Board of Health, which is regu- 
larly supplied with venomous snakes, 
from which the poison used in pre- 
paring “snake antidotes” is obtained 
by “milking.” This is described as 
& most interesting performance. 

“Before milking time the snakes 
are well fed, afterward becoming ex- 
cited when a glass, similar to a watch 
glags, covered with the finest gutta 
percha, is put into the cage. The in- 
furiated reptiles bite viciously through 
the gutta percha, leaving tiny drops 
of poison on the prepared glass.” 

This “milking” is invariably per- 
formed during the summer months, 
when the creatures are most active 
and fierce, and the poison most viru- 
lent. Numerous vicious specimens 
are kept in cages at the offices of the 
Sydney Health Department to 
“milked,” and when som 
out are returned to the 
recuperate.

HE good nuns of Sst. Mary’s 
Academy, Nauvoo, Ill, have 
been financially impoverished 

by the operations of Patrick J. 
Keiran, a promoter, whose wizard- 
like methods secured millions of dol- 
lars from Catholic priests, nuns, 
churches and charitable institutions 
throughout the country, but especial- 
ly in the West and Southwest. 

In his meteoric career of frenzied 
finance Keiran tnvolved hundreds of 
priests and nuns and prominent men- 
bers of the Catholic laity over all the 
land to the amount of about $5,000,000. 

As a result of their dealings with 
Keiran the Benedictine nuns of 
Nauvoo find themselves owing nearly 
$1,500,000. St. Vincent’s College of 
Chicago is involved for $300,000, Keir- 
an having floated notes of that in- 
stitution for that amount. Holy Trin- 
ity College of Dallas, Tex., owes $250,- 
000 because of its dealings with 
Keiran. : ; 

Qther Catholic institutions that 
have sustained heavy losses because 
of their connection with Keiran are 
the Visitation Sisters of Rock Island, 
Ill., who erected the finest convent in 
the world with money raised by Keir- 
an and now find themselves owing 
$150,000; the St. Thomas Theological 
Seminary and a convent for Sisters of 
Charity in Denver; the St, Josephat 
in Milwaukee, the oly 
Family Orphan Asylum in Pittsburg, 
Pa.; St. Bridget’s Church in Buffa- 
lo; St. Alexis Hospital and St. Thom-

PANIC STRICKEN PRIESTS. 


Keiran is under arrest in New 
York. Charges of a serious nature 


' have been made against him. Priests 


and nuns of Catholic institutions in 
various sections of the country are 
panic stricken by the revelations 
that have been made. Many of them 
have journeyed to New York to con- 
sult with Thomas Gilroy, who has 
been appointed receiver of Keiran’s 
companies. Scores of them sat in the 
office of Mr. Gilroy waiting their 
turn to see him. One aged ecclesiastic 


’ tottered to a bench in the outer of- 


fice of the receiver and begged to be 
admitted. 

. “This poor man is not heavily in- 
volved,” said Mr. Gilroy. “His loss 
will be about $500. But it is a great 
deal to him. He is not in good health 
and I request the newspaper men not 
to question him. I will tell you ail 
about his case later on.” 

Another who sought an interview 
was the Rev. Father Ritko Yzawaski 
of Braddock, Pa., pastor of the Sacred 
Heart Polish Catholic Church there. 
He was nearly crazed by his losses. 
He said that he invested $5000 only in 
-the stock of the Fidelity corporation, 
but that by some hocus-pocus he now 
appears to owe more than $20,000. He 
is unable to tell how this came about, 
but it will probably be found that the 
familiar plan of using renewal notes 
as originals, and allowing the old 
ones to stand, simply meeting the in- 
terest to prevent investiga- 
tion, was the method employed. of 
course, the priest never saw any of 
the money except that represented by 
the original loan. 

SIREN SONG. 

Keiran used banks, bankers 
capitalists incidentally in his finan- 
cial operations. But his chief vic. 
tims were priests and nuns. To them 
he sang his siren tong. He knew 
the ambitions and the desires of these 
good women and good men. He knew 
that every sister who headed a Cath- 
olic institution wanted to see that in- 
stitution grow and prosper; wanted 
new buildings and enlarged facili. 
ties for accomplishing the good that 
it was to do in the world. 

He knew that every parish priest, 
every monk, every bishop, had a 
yearning to see his order prosper, his 
parish wax fat and his church ex- 
pand. It was a mean “graft” that 
attracted the talents of Patrick Keir. 
an. He took the substance from or- 
phan asylums, from such institutions 
os the House of the Good Shepherd, 
at Spokane, an institution for the care 
and training of wayward girls, the 
Academy of St. Mary's, at Nauvoo, 
ill, placing upon it a debt of §1,400,- 
000—a debt that he contracted by the 
use of notes, signed but not filled in 
given to him by the trusting secretary 
of the institution, Sister Mary Poh}- 


man. 
And yet there was so much 
Hood about this a see 
night of the road—so much of the 
nirit. of Dick Turpin—so many pben- 


efactions to his credit, that many of 
those who have been victimized, in 
the face of the warrants that have 
been issued for Keiran, in the face of 
the charges of gross fraud that have 
been made against him, in utter dis- 
regard of the statements made by the 
receiver of the Fidelity Funding Co., 
that the liabilities are between four 
and five million dollars and the as- 
sets comparatively small, regardless 
of all the damaging, damning state- 
ments that have been made, still ex- 
press faith in him and his ability to 
emerge from the tangle, unscathed 
and financially unimpaired. 


WAS HE A HYPNOTIST? 


Sister Mary Pohlman says that he 
is “an honest, noble, sincere man.” 
Several priests and bishops have come 
to his defense. Did Keiran hypnotize 
them? 

It was freely suggested at the time 
‘of the Chadwick trials in Cleveland 
that Cassie Chadwick had exerted 
hypnotic powers in securing loans 
from astute bankers. Nothirig else, 
it seemed, could explain how she 
could get the usually careful head of 
a big financial institution to give 
her real money in exchange for her 
note, sometimes without collateral, 
and sometimes with forged paper at- 
tached to it. Cassie succeeded in 
getting hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars out of Ohio bankers who 
wouldn’t let the average borrow 
have 20 cents if he put up his le 
eye as security. 

It was different with Kefran. He 
dealt with a less suspicious and less 
worldly lot of people. But while the 
bankers victimized by the Chadwick 
woman denounced her when the ex- 
posure came, the hypnotic spell cast 
by Keiran still possesses some of his 
victims. :

He could coax the most 
stubborn dollar right out of the con- 
tribution box through the musical 
qualities of his voice. 


HIS EFFECTIVE ARGUMENTS. 


When he talked to bankers he had 
at his tongue’s end all the facts in 
relation to church property values. He 
could tell all about how much land 
had in in value in the vicinity 
of this church or that—this convent 
or that.

A remain on their breeding grounds al] the 

year round, more than fifty species may 
be found in Missouri in a few days’ tramp 
through field, marsh and wood, even in midw'n- 
ter. Should the weather be open, many indi-. 
viduals of the less .hardy species linger in fa- 
vorite places through December into January, o1 
until driven farther South by ice and snow; but 
their places may then be taken by other species 
from farther North, which come to us only in 
the most severe part of winter. Many rare vis- 
itors have now appeared for the first time in 
years. 

While the species which come to-us regularly 
every. winter and remain with us through the 
entire season, be it mild or severe, are generally 
well known to every bird lover, those which have 
now appeared are highly interesting because of 
their uncertainty and comparative scarcity in ™i

One of the largest of these strange visitors is i Nl 
the Snow Owl, that large white owl, whose sum- 9 ?

The southern provinces of Canada are - 
its regular winter quarters. But in some win- 
ters large numbers enter the Northern United 
Stetes and some, before very severe winters, fly 
as far south as Missouri, specimens having been 
taken at St. Louis, St. Charles, Montgomery 
City and other places in the State. : 

An inborn animosity arouses all birds at the 
gight of an owl to such calls of alarm that the 
whole feather population within hearing will be 
attracted. Crows and Bluejays are especially 
loud and persevering in their vociferation. When 
the excited cawing of a lot of Crows is heards, 
it is often ‘a sign that one of the bigger owls is 
abroad. ; 

When a Bluejay discovers a Screech Ow! the 
Bluejays of the whole neighborhood know it in 
an instan*\and mob the poor creature until it 
goes back in its hole. Most birds tease and an- 
noy the Owls, knowing that they will not be 
attacked by them in daytime, but only the very 
largest hawks risk an assault, which is easily 
repulsed by the owl lying on its back and show- 
ing its ugly claws. 

The Great Horned Owl of Europe has been 
used to kill Hawks and’Crows. An Ow! kept for 
this purpose, was set on a low stump in the open 
field; not far away the gunner was hidden in a 


partly covered hole in the ground; from time to 
time he pulled the cord which was tied to the now seen here for the first time in

This attracted birds from great distances and 
they perched on a few dead trees set up within 
reach of the gun. Hawks and Crows, for: which 
sometimes bounties were paid, were killed i 
this way in Jarge numbers, the Hawks chiefly in 
time of their migration, and the Crows in winter, 
when most numerous. 

And so it has been with the great Snowy Ow's 
driven down this winter from the Arctic regions 
to Missouri. The birds have surrounded them in 
the woods, examining them with curiosity and 
giving every indication of intense interest in the 
extraordinary stranger. 

Another rare visitor from the Arctic regions, 
years, is the 
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snowflake, or Snow Bunting. It comes regularly 
to the northern tier of the United States, but 
when these are covered with deep snow and the 
available food supply is exhausted and hunger 
forces them to wander southward, through Iowa 
into our State. 


Much less rare is its cousin, the Lapland Long- 
spur, which comes to us frequently in flocks of 
different sizes, in some winters in immense 
armies. From ‘the nature of their food (weed 
seeds, chiefly those of wild grasses) and their 
social disposition, they are forced to lead a rev- 
ing life, constantly moving from one place to 
another in search of new feeding grounds. 


One of the rarest of our Northern guests, seen 
here this winter for the first time in years, is 
the Pine Grossbeak, a denizen of the Northern 
coniferous forests, almost as large as a Robin, 
with a short, thick bill and a forked tail, of a’ 
generally gray color, washed on crown, rump and 
breast with rose-red in the male and with yel- 
low in the female and young. Their appearance 
in the United States is very irregular, both in 
time and numbers, and seems to be governed 
more by a failure of their favorite food than 


‘by the weather. 


The same may be said of the White-winged 
Crossbill, which resembles the common Crossbill 
in appearance and habits, but is much more ir- 
regular in its migrations into the United States. 
The common Crossbill, though -also irregular, ig 
a frequent visitor to our; State, but, being a great 
rover, never stays long in one place, and is there- 
fore easily overlooked./ Its favorite food being 
the seeds of conifers, it may be met with on 
cone-bearing pines in our parks and suburbs. 
But they are also fond of the buds of elms and 
maples and visit the apple orchards for the 
apples left hanging in the trees. 

The smallest of the irregular winter visitors 
now here from the most Northern regions of the 
continent is the Redpole, a brownish bird of 
the size of a Goldfinch, with a red cap and black 
chin. It is an exceedingly lively bird and comes 
to us in small flocks, which visit the weed stalks 
protruding from the. snow, gleaning the seeds, 
especially those of composite plants. 

Not nearly so irregular in its appearance, set 
local in distribution, is the Purple Finch, as a 
winter sojourner in our State. Its name is mis- 
leading, as the color of the old male is crimson 
and that of the female and young male brown. 
It comes in troops, which feed on seeds of box 
elder, sycamore and elm, as well as on weed 
seeds, and it has a very sweet song, which is 
often heard, even in winter. 


Northern coniferous woods, spending its winter 
in more genial climates. This Red-breasted, or 
Canada Nuthatch, can easily be distinguished 
from our White-breasted, or Carolina Nuthatch, 
by a black stripe on the side of its head, by the 
reddish brown of its breast and smaller size. 
It is even more active than ours, but has the 
same habits of moving, head down, on tree 
trunks or suspended like a fly on the ceiling, 
hopping along the under side of a horizontal 
branch in search of insects. 

The Missouri winter is an extremely variable 
quantity. Sometimes it seems as if we would 
have hardly any winter, even to the latter part 
of January. Then all at once the polar wave 
sweeps down and holds the temperature to near 
and below zero for two and three weeks without 
relaxation. “Such severe periods.are usually in- 
troduced by a snowstorm, which covers the wheat 
fields, but at the same time also much of the food 
on which wild animals subsist.
